Annual Reports of the Medical Officer 
of Health and Public Health Inspector 
for the Year, 1969 


Mr. Chairman and Councillors, 


I have the honour to present to you my Annual Report for 
the year 1969. 


Population 


The Registrar General's estimate of the mid-year Home Population 
was 12,150 which represents an increase of 180 over that of the 
previous year. 


Live Births and Rate 


The number of live-births was 180 (95M. 85F.) an increase of 4 
from that of the previous year and the crude birth rate was accordingly 
44.8 which, after adjustment by the Registrar General's Comparability 
Factor which is computed from a population standardised for age and 
sex distribution and allows comparison with other Districts, becomes 
17-5 the rate for England and Wales being 16.3. 


Stillbirths and Rate 


There were no stillbirths registered during the year and the 
corresponding rate per 4,000 live and stillbirths was Nil compared with 
that of 13.0 for England and Wales. 


Infant Deaths and Mortality Rate 


The number of infant deaths was1 (4F.) and the infantile 
mortality rate was accordingly 6.0 and was lower than that of 18.0 
for England and Wales. 


The cause of death was:- 


Cerebral Oedema and Subdural 
Haemorrhage — Accidental Death ... 142 months 


The hard core of causes of Perinatal Mortality (i.e. Stillbirths 
and deaths under one week of age) is Prematurity, Asphyxia and 
Atelectasis, Birth Injuries and Congenital Malformations and the most 
important maternal factor is Toxaemia of Pregnancy. 


Maternal Death and Rate 


This rate was again nil as there were no deaths from Pregnancy, 
Childbirth and Abortion. 


Total Deaths and Rate 


The number of deaths from all causes was 148 (73M. 75F.) and 
the crude death rate was accordingly 12.2 which, after adjustment 
by the Registrar General's Comparability Factor, as for births 
becomes 9.5 and was slightly lower than that of 11.9 for England 
and Wales. 


The chief group cause of deaths, as would naturally be expected, 
was Heart and Circulatory Diseases and Vascular Lesions of the 
Nervous System; of these there were 62. 
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Ischaemic Heart disease (Coronary Thrombosis and Coronary 
Atheroma) was the cause of 38 of those deaths. The age groups were 
as follows:- 1 between 35 —- 44; 2 between 45 - 54; 6 between 
55 - 64; 11 between 65 - 7h; and 18 over 75 years. The majority 
of the deaths were over 65 years, and these figures, although small, 
conform to the usual patter that the majority of these deaths occur 
amongst the elderly and the aged which would seem to indicate that 
one of the causative factors is due to a degenerative process although 
the actual cause is still obscure, with particular reference to those 
who die in early life. 


Cancer, as invariably in previous years, was the second highest 
cause of deaths, 22 in the following age groups:- 1 between 45 - dhs 
8 between 55 - 64; 7 between 65 - 7h and 6 over 75 years. As Cancer 
can be treated successfully if not too advanced, it is reasonable to 
assume that the majority of those patients sought medical examinations 
too late. 


Cancer of the Lung/Bronchus was the cause of 10 (7M. 3F.) of those 
deaths compared with 8 in the previous year, in the following age groups:- 
5 between 55 - 64; 3 between 65 ~ 74 and 2 over 75 years. 


Cancer of the Breast was the cause of 2 deaths in the following 
age groups:- 1 between 55 - 64 and 1 between 65 - 7 years. 


Cancer causes a relentless toll of human lives all over the world 
and is invariably the second highest cause of deaths of which heart and 
arterial diseases are the chief cause; the majority of the latter 
cases are due to old age and coronary thrombosis. However, many deaths 
from Cancer occur in younger age-groups, usually over the age of 40 yrs. 
The majority are in all probability due to delay by patients in seeking 
medical advice, having regard also to the fact that the onset of the 
disease is insidious or latent. 


It is an old adage that ‘prevention is better than cure', and there 
is sufficient modern knowledge about the causesof some forms of Cancer 
to enable their prevention. 


Modern surgery and X-rays and other radiations used, singly or in 
combination, have transformed the treatment of this group of diseases. 


Almost all skin cancers and over 80% of cancers of the cervix of 
the uterus can be cured if they are treated early. There was.1 déath ~ 
from Cancer of the Cervix in the 45 - 54 age group. 


Amongst the other causes of death there was no exceptional mortality. 
There was_no death due to Infectious Disease, 


Infectious Diseases

& new era in the history of the prevalence of serious Infectious 
Diseases has been reached, in prevention and treatment. For example, the 
remarkable advance in this Century of medical science, with emphasis 
on the last 40 years, has prevented by vaccination and immunisation lethal 
and disabling infections sych as Poliomyelitis, Diphtheria, Whopping 
Cough and recently Measles/by treatment with specific Anti-biotics 
and Sulpha drugs, diseases caused by bacteria such as Acute Meningitis, 
the Pneumonias, Puerperal Sepsis, Scarlet Fever, Erysipelas, Typhoid, 
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Paratyphoid Fevers, and Food Poisoning etc. 


Influenza, which is still epidemic in the winter months is by 
and large the most dangerous infection and it is still equivocal 
whether vaccination is preventive, unless a vaccine specific to the 
strain which is likely to become epidemic is prepared in time before 
the epidemic occurs. 


All virus infections per se do not respond to treatment by the 
Anti-biotics or Sulpha drugs, but fortunately serious complications 
caused by bacteria usually respond successfully to treatment. 


Vaccination against the virus of measles has recently been 
introduced, and it is expected that the biennial outbreaks which occur 
will be eventually controlled. Vaccination is available at the 
Child Welfare Clinics and from the Family Doctor. 


Tuberculosis 
There were no new cases of Respiratory Tuberculosis notified. 


This disease, which in past medical history has been a scourge 
of man and was lmown as the 'White Plague’, is in these days almost 
completely under control, by prevention (including the elimination of 
housing overcrowding and a higher standard of living), and by treat- 
ment. Since 1950, the number of cases amongst adolescents amongst 
whom it was most common, has gradually decreased to a minimun. 
Protection of schoolchildren by B.C.G. vaccination, which is offered to 
those aged 13 years and over, has been an important factor. 


Food Poisoning 


Cases or suspected cases of Food Poisoning are still required to 
be notified. 


There were no cases of Food Poisoning notified during the year. 
This fact is an excellent tribute to the invaluable routine prevention 
work in Food Hygiene carried through by the Public Health Inspecforate. 


Influenza Epidemic 


Influenza per se is not a statutorily notifiable disease but from 
the information which I have received verbally from Practitioners 
the outbreak began early in November, The first death due to 
Influenzal Pneumonia was registered on the 13th December at 71 years. 
The total number of deaths due to Influenzal Pneumonia was 6 from the 
ages of 68 yrs. to 88 yrs. The last death was registered on the 
9th April, 1970. There were fortunately no deaths attributable to 
Influenza in younger age-groups. 


The Influenza was due to virus type A.2. or the so-called Asian 
or Hong Kong type, and caused more serious complications than the 
milder epidemics of previous winters. 


The most serious complication was Pneumonia, signified by the 
deaths amongst the elderly and the aged and the most dangerous 
organism was a bacterium called the staphyloccus aureus which invades 
the lungs when the resistance of the patient is lowered by the 
Influenzal virus. From the information I receive in the four- 
weekly "Virus Communicable Disease Report" issued by the Public 
Health Laboratory Service the majority of deaths throughout the 
country due to Influenza were caused by the staphyloccus aureus, 
which seems to be more resistant than the majority of other bacteria 
to treatment by the more specific Anti-biotics and the Sulpha drugs. 
The other complications were chiefly upper respiratory, namely 
Acute Sinusitus, Sore Throat, Pharyngitis and Tracheo-bronchitis. 


There is no statistical evidence that prior vaccination was a 
proved safeguard as for example with Poliomyelitis and other of the 
more serious infections. 
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In conolusion, I would state that the Public Health of the 
District was very satisfactory during the year, and I would take 
this opportunity of thanking you for your support and interest 
in the work of the Department and the staff for their co-operation 


and efficient service.

I have pleasure in presenting my fifth Annual Report on the 
work of the Public Health Department for the year ending 31st December, 
1969. 


The number of Improvement Grants fell this year, no doubt this 
was due to owners awaiting the new grant legislation increasing grants. 
There should be a corresponding increase next year. 


Good progress was made during the year on sewage schemes, at one 
stage work was progressing on three separate schemes at the same time. 
This and the introduction of a second cesspool tanker enabled us to 
further improve the cesspool emptying service. The actual number 
emptied increased again this year despite the completion of two sewage 
schenes.

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WATER SUPPLY 


The majority of the area receives its mains water supply from the 
Mid Kent Water Company, a small number (23) are however served by the 
Folkestone Water Company. Only the more isolated properties are without 
a piped supply. Some 27 properties have a private piped supply. A stand 
pipe in the Parish of Ruckinge serves two cottages. None of the water 
supplies in the area is plumbo-solvent and no fluoride has been added to 
the water.

SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


Two schemes (Chilhan, Old Wives Lees and Sevington) were completed 
during the year. Work restarted on the Brook scheme which was nearing 
completion at the end of the year. Already the benefits are being felt 
in that the pressure on the cesspool emptying service has been reduced. 


Ten areas in the Rural District are now sewered or partially sewered. 
There are, however, a number of arcas that still rely on cesspools or 
septic tanks for drainage but need to be sewered on Public Health grounds. 
These are as follows and are not necessarily in order of priority. 


(1) Aldington 

‘2 Mershan (partially sewered) 

3) \Wlarehorne 

(4) Ruckinge Village 

(5) Bilsington Village 

(6) Boughton Aluph 

(7) Part of Wye 

(8) Ruckinge (Bromley Green Road) 

(9) Lower Lees & East Chilham area 

Of the above list work is expected to start on the Ruckinge Village 

and Bilsington scheme carly next year. The Ministry has approved a 
combined scheme for Aldington and Mersham, The Council's Consulting 
Engineers are preparing a combined scheme for Warehorne (Bast Ashford) 
and Kenardington eerie Rural District). The Council's Surveyor is 
to prepare a scheme for Ruckinge (Bromley Green Road). This leaves only 
the areas of Boughton Aluph and part of Wye to be dealt with as urgent cases. 


Cesspools and Septic Tanks 


The Council provide for two free emptyings each year, these can be 
increascd in certain circumstances and in cases of emergency. During the 
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year the Council took delivery of a second 1,500 gal. cesspool emptier 
(similar make to our first enptier) Yorkshire on a Commer chassis). As 
a result and making very little use of private contractors, the service 
has been considerably improved, 


During the year the number of cesspools cmptied increased to 2,256 
(last year 2,145) this in spite of the coming into operation of several 
sewage schenes.

Meat Inspection 


Only one slaughterhouse exists within the district, During the year 
141 hours overtime were worked in order to achieve one hundred per cent 
meat inspection, This was a decrease over last years figures (164 hours). 
There was also a decrease (for the sccond year running) in the number of 
aninals slaughtered as the following figures will show:

The slaughterhouse is modern in construction and equipment and presents 
no real problem. Most of the meat from this slaughterhouse is sold in the 
owners own shops and-is of high quality. A total of 192 visits was made for 
the purpose of meat inspection. During the year 2,874 lbs. of meat were 
condemned, 


Unsound Food 
Diseased meat from the slaughterhouse was the main food condemned, 


Unsound food is either disposed of by burying on the Council's tip 
under supervision or taken by Messrs. Hastern By-Products Ltd., for 
processing. 


Poultry Inspection 


There are two processing premises within the district and the annual 
throughput is just over 200,000 head of which just over 17,000 are eviserated, 
the rest merely bled prior to packing. The percentage of birds rejected was 
about 0.3%, the weight being about 4+ ton. During the year some 16 visits 
were made to these premises. Our relations with the operators are excellent, 
full co-operation being easily achieved. 


HOUSING AND PUBLIC HEALTH ACTS 
(a) Unfit Houses 


During the year two houses were demolished being unfit. A number of 
houses still occupied have had Demolition or Closing Orders made on then, 
when empty the orders will become operative. Twenty-five houses were made 
fit during the year as the result of informal action. 


(2) Improvement Grants 
During the year the number of applications for grants slumped to 20 
(last year 33). This was no doubt due to people awaiting the introduction 


of higher grants. There is every indication that next year will be a bumper 
year for grants. 


(a) Discretionary Grants 

Only fourteen applications for Discretionary Grants were received 
during the year. The cost of works involved was £22,659 and the amount of 
grant £6,298. 
(b) Standard Grants 


Only six applications for Standard Grantswere received during the year. 
The amount of grant was £1,237.

The total number of registered premises at the end of the year was 62.

4 total of 237 persons is employed in these premises of which 152 are 
females and 85 males. During the year 62 general insvections were made and 
the total visits for all purposes was 94. 


REFUSE COLLECTION ND DISPOSAL 
(1) Collection 


The collection of household refuse is made on a weekly basis. 
Refuse is still collected from the kerbside except in the case of aged 
and/or infirmed persons when a back door collection is provided. During 
the year several remarks have been passed as to why a back door collection 
is not made. The answer to this is money, the majority of the ratepayers 
prefer the system as it is thus saving a considerable amount of moncy,. 


& free collection of bulky refuse is made on request. This service 
operates on Saturday mornings only. There is no doubt that in the three 
years that this service has been in operation the amount of refuse 
deposited on roadside verges and laybys has shown a considerable decrease. 


(2) Disposal 


At present two refuse tips are used for the disposal of refuse. The 
whole of the refuse collected is disposed of by controlled tipping. These 
tips are available free of charge to tradespeople in the area. They are 
also available to the general ratepayer at all reasonable hours. 


The maintenanee of these tips involves one man and a J.C.B. 2 Digger 
on a full time basis and it is estimated that our present tipping space will 
last a further 4 years. 
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(3) Staff 


The staff at present engaged on refuse collection and disposal consists 
of 10 men, each of the loaders taking a turn in baling the paper salvage. 
One man is engaged full time on tip maintenance. 


(4) Paper Salvage 


The Council continues to operate this rate saving scheme although 
rising costs takes a toll of the profits. It is a pity that all the ratepayers 
do not put out their paper salvage. It is left to the regulars evcry year 
to keep up the tonnage. It had been hoped that a new bonus scheme would 
encourage the collectors to greater efforts but there has been no improvement 
in the amount of paper collected. At 169 tons it just about equals last 
years tonnage. 


Abandoned Vehicles 

During the year five cases of abandoned vehicles were investigated. 
Three were eventually removed by the owners, one by the Council and one case 
is still not settled. 
CARAVAN SITES 

There are no multiple licensed caravan sites within the district, 
HOP PICKERS CAMPS 


Only one snall camp (15 persons a year) still operates within the area. 


JNIMAL BOARDING ESTABLISHIENTS ACT, 196 


There was an increase in the number of premises licensed during the 
year. Six licences were issued compared with four the previous year. No 
problems arose in respect of the premises licenced, 


RODENT CONTROL 


Over the past year there was again a small decrease in the number of 
complaints. The test baiting of sewers took rather longer than is usual. 
Takes were recorded in a short length of sewer in Mersham.
